I realize your transcript does not entirely cover what you got from 
Hall, but I thought these things, if not included, might be of interest. 

There is no reference to whet he may have brought with him. When 1 
spoke to him he premised to take you hi9 shoe-box of records and a copy of the 
tope recording he made for a record. If he did not give you these things, 1 
suggest it would be interestinrxto see them. From what C 0 rky told me of the 
contents of the shoe box, that in particular, and an address or memo book he has, 
in which Corky did see the name Odio and Magellan Circle, from what he told me. 

I do not know what Hal/ told you of his failures in selling his story. 

I told him th8t without the values we could add, he would be unable to do any- 
thing but if we saw all the records, with the other things we know, we might 
be able to help him. I said that I personally would try once we knew this 
added information. If he did not give you these things, an: if you do not want 
to go further with it, please let me take this up where I left it off in Feb. 

When Howard turned hi 3 papers over to me I turned them over to 
Steve 3urton for Xeroxing, in Howard’s presence, so he could remove certain 
names. Ixhas to have gotten a set of the Xeroxes but haven’t. I think it might 
be a good idea if I were tr. examine them, if you can send me a set. I have a few 
Brigade sources with whom I check some d>f it.
